DISPUTED CLAIMS 

Also, without mentioning names, 
he disputed the claims of Chancel- 
lor Hitler of Germany and Premicr 
Mussolini of Italy that they were 
being “encircled” by pointing to 
the methods by which the United 
States retained peaceful relations 
with Canada and the central and 
South American nations. 

He called aggression criminal 
but cautioned that the Americas 
would match “force to force” if any 
attempt was made to subvert their 
institutions. He then added: 

“Should the method of attack 
be that of economic pressure, | 
pledge that my own country will 
also give economic support, so 
that no American nation need 
surrender any fraction of its sov- 
ereign freedom te maintain its 
economic welfare.” 

In a pointed reply to Hitler's and 
Mussolini's claims of encirclement, 
he said: 

“Men are not prisoners of fate, 
but only prisoners of their own 
minds. They have within them- 
selves the power to become free et 
any moment.”

Guarantees By Britain! 
and France Are 
Welcomed

BUDAPEST, Hungary, April 14 

—British and French guarantees 
of the independence of Rumahia 
and Greece have created a pro- 
found impression in the Balkans. 

Positive assurances from the 
western democracies convinced 
many Balkan statesmen that at last 
a force had arisen to oppose the 
German “drang mach osten” (march | 
to the east), which seemed to be 
sweeping to the Black Sea, and} 
possible Italian expansion through | 
the lower Balkans | 


DECLARATION WELCOMED 

It appeared to careful observers | 
that the British and French declar- 
ations were welcomed by Rumania | 


and Greece, and by a third state 
which was not mentioned in the 
Suarantee deelarations—Yugoslavia 
who regards Rumania as her most 
intimate ally in the Balkans. 

Not so favorably impressed were 
Hungary and Bulgaria. Two days 
ago Hungary withdrew from the 
League of Nations with gestures in- 
dicating she was emphasizing her 
loyalty to the Rome-Berlin axis 
with” which she recently became 
associated in the anti-comintern 
pact. 


COMPROMISE DEMANDS 

Bulgaria has not yet accepted 
membership in the Balkan pact— 
which includes Yugo-Slavia, Greece 
and Turkey—because she fears to 
do so would compromise her de- 
mands upon Rumania for return of 
territory lost in the Great War ! 

Foreign Minister Stephen Csaky, | 
who yesterday said Hungary resign- | 
ed from the league to be free - 
coming days “which are sure 
be filled with struggle,” denied Ro 
Hungary was hostile to Rumania. 
Troops are concentrated on both 
sides of the border. 

So the Balkans remained divided, 
as they have since time immemorial, 
but throughout the peninsula there 
seemed to be a revival of respect 
for the western powers.

PITTSBURGH, April 4—A 
mechanical man who does just 
about anything except think for 
himself formally took his place 
among the wonders of the twen- 
tieth century. He made his debut 
at a luncheon attended by. Pitts- 
burch business amd newspaper- 
men. 

His name is “Elektro.” He js the 
creation of engineers at the West- 
inghouse Electric & Manufacturing 
Company, headed by J. M. Barnett. 
Although Elektro will entertain 
crowds at the 1939 New York 
world's fair, he was not built solely 
for that purpose, The functions that 
make him tick all are used in world 
industry. 

Elektro walks, talks and counts 
up to 10 on his fingers, He has a 
vocabulary of 77 words; he smokcs 
cigarettes; he can distinguish two 
colors—red and green—and says 
which is which when they are 
shown him, 

Elektro responds to the human 
voice. The spoken word sets up a 
series of electrical impulses which 
cause him to perform functions 
which are almost human. When he 
talks, his lips move in rhythm to 
his speech-making. He has a reper- 
toire of 36 tricks. 

Requiring three years to create, 
Elektro weighs 260 pounds; he is 
seven feet tall and has feet 18 
inches long and half as wide; he jis 
composed of 900 hand-made parts; 
he has a frame of steel, a body of 
aluminum. 

Elektro’s “brain” includes an 
“electric eye,” 48 electric relays and 
signal lights and weighs 60 pounds; 
his “spinal column” is made of wire 
—enough to encircle the world at 
the equator. If the energy of all his 
11 motors could be applied to a 
single task, it would be great 
enough to lift 550 pounds one foot 
a second.

Discreticn is Good Policy 


At Calgary a meeting of the Canadian 
Society for German Culture was called 
off, at the suggestion of the police, when 
it was learned that a mob was forming 
to break up the gathering. Presumably 
the meeting was suspected of being held 
to propagate Nazi doctrines, which may 
or may not have been the object. 

Whether the suspicion was right or 
wrong, the moral of the incident is plain. 
Canada has extended a welcome to people 
from many lands, and in the large way it 
has afforded the world a demonstration 
that because people are drawn from many 
racial sources it does not follow that they 
cannot get along together without strife. 
Ordinarily, racial dissension is unknown 
here, thanks to tolerance and self-re- 
straint. 

But ordinary conditions do not prevail 
at present. The events in Europe have 
created a tension that is not to be disre- 
garded. It is not a crime in Canada to 
hold the Nazi theory of government, or 
the Fascist conception of statehood. But 
this is no time to air such views, or even 
to appear to want to promote them. It 
can be to no one’s advantage to try to 
import the hostilities of the older con- 
tinent into the Dominion. All parties 


themselves accordingly. 


Another Item 


As another item in his program to help 
agriculture readjust itself to present-day 
conditions, Hon. J. G. Gardiner has a bill 
before parliament providing that a bonus 
of two cents per pound shall be paid for 
the production of top-qaulity cheese. The 
object, of course, is to raise the standard, 


with a view to working up export trade 

o the most 

favored position it once held in world 
markets. 

Forty years ago Canadian cheese set 


the pace in the matter of quality, was in 
constant and enormous demand in Great 
Britain, and brought the highest returns 
to the producers. The cheese-factory, 
and its natural ally, the pig-pen, were 
prime factors in the closing decade of last 
century in rescuing the farmers of On- 
tario from depression and making them 
prosperous. For whatever reason, the ex- 
port trade dwindled and has never been 
regained. 

The only way to regain it is to offer 
the consumers in Britain and in other out- 
side markets better cheese than they can 
get elsewhere for the money; if it is 
enough “better,” the price will be of sec- 
ondary consideration to the buyer. Cheese- 
eating is still as cormmon as it ever was 
in Britain, but competitors for the trade 
are more numerous and their offerings 
are no longer inferior. The best Canada 
can produce will be none too good to meet 
competition there, but if it can be met 
the market is both large and steady 

Alberta, which already produces qual- 
ity cheese, will be a strong contender 
against the other provinces in the bid for 
export trade and stands to benefit corres- 
pondingly from the bonus. 


Another Deadline Drawn 


The announcement that Britain and 
France will support Greece and Rumania 
if these countries are attacked will re- 
store order in the Balkans and ease the 
tension all over Europe. Unless, of course, 
madness has utterly possessed the ag- 
gressive dictators and made them willing 
to plunge the continent in a general war. 


The declaration draws another deadline 
beyond which they have been told they 
cannot go without precipitating a deluge 


and the forbidden ground lies directly 
in their line of march to the east 

Since this help has been pledged to 
two Balkan states, their neighbors, Tur- 
key, Yugoslavia and Bulgaria, are by im- 
plication invited to join the line-up and 
secure similar protection for themselves. 
Likewise Switzerland, Belgium, Holland, 
Denmark, and al! the other small coun- 
tries in Europe, are offered encourage- 
ment to place themselves definitely on the 
side of the anti-aggression league. For 
these the question no longer is whether 
they dare join, but whether they can af- 
ford to stay out and trust to the mercy of 
the aggressor states. 

Rumania and Poland are bordering 
countries, Their territory forms a con- 
tinuous belt across Herr Hitler's road to 
the Ukraine. He cannot make a drive for 
that long-declared objective without at- 


—— 


tacking one or other and bringing all the 
allied powers into the field. Russia has 
kept in the background during the nego- 
tiations, probably for strategic reasons. 
But to imagine it would stand neutral if 
the Fuehrer tried to break through the 
barrier of Rumanian and Polish territory 
which shields the Ukraine is impossible. 
Self-interest would compel action, despite 
the traditional antipathy between Rucsia 
and Poland. 

Directly the inclusion of Rumania and 
Greece substantially strengthens the anti- 
aggression forces. Strategically their ad- 
herence to the pact is more important 
than their military resources. And the 
example they have set to other small 
powers to associate themselves with the 
opponents of predatory force is perhaps 
still more valuable. The aggressors can 
no longer sneer at the democracies and 
smaller states as being incapable of com- 
bining to protect themselves. Their in- 
tended victims are doing just that. 

If, as there is reason to believe, the 
non-aggressive nations in Europe have 
been waiting for a lead from Britain and 
France, they have it now. There will be, 
it is reasonable to suppose, a rallying of 
these states to the new collective security, 
for they have been taught by cruel ex- 
amples the fate that awaits them if the 
aggressors are not curbed. 

Remembering that no one can tell 
what desperadoes will do when they are 
cornered, the prospect that Europe’s bul- 
lies are to be rounded up is materially im- 
proved. 


Editorial Notes 

Still, remembering how the first two 
games came out, maybe it was just as 
well they were played in Toronto. It 
would have been awful if the local fans 
had to sit on the side-lines and watch 
those tragedies unfold. 


Thirty Edmontonians who have built 
new houses will have their taxes for the 
year paid by the Dominion Government, 
which will also pay half the taxes next 
year and a quarter the year after. The 
offer is still open. 


ttawa seemingly takes seriously the 
“warning” cabled from Dublin a week 
ago that Irish Republican Army agents 
might start bomb outrages in Canada, as 
the Mounted Police are taking measures 
to protect public buildings. Incredible as 
the thing sounds, it seems Canadian tax- 
payers are somehow being blamed be- 
cause Ireland is not a republic. 


The city council has ruled that German 
“nationals” who respond to the invitation 
to go home and get jobs in Germany must 
take their families with them or provide 
for their support here. They can’t leave 
the families to be supported here by relief 
money while they earn wages oversea. 
The same rule ought to apply to “na- 
tionals” of every foreign country.

Current Comment 


Just Before the “Coup” 


Extracts from a Speech Delivered by Secretary 
of State Brinkmann to a Meeting of Gor- 


ernment Officials and Nazi Leaders at 
Cologne, Previous to the Occupation of 
Bohemia and Moravia.—Published in the 
Agence Economique et Financiere, Paris, 


March 18, 1939. 


The three pillers of a national économy are 
(1) Labor, (2) Raw Materials, and (3) Capital. 
These three are the foundation on which econ- 
omic life reposes and the source from which 
economic develapment proceeds. In our coun- 
try all three are entirely exhausted. 

1, Labor. Our vast governmental projects, 
from rearmament to the construction of the for- 
tifications in the West, from motor-roads to gov- 
ernment economic enterprises, have created a 
demand for labor which cannot be met out of the 
human resources of Germany. The first sign of 
this was the urgent appeal for qualified metal- 
workers. Then we placed our hopes in training 
workers from other occupations. Then we began 
to train workers over fifty. Then we took on 
apprentices. Finally, we used any kind of labor 
that we could find in order to try to carry out 
the program that had been laid down. The re- 
Sult has been (1) a deterioraiion in the quality 
of our production; (2) a considerable increase in 
the cost of production; (3) wide differences in 
wage-levels causing intolerable social tensions, 
and finally (4) a stampede of the rurel popula- 
tion into the towns, with disastrous effects upon 
our agricultural production. The Minister of 
Agricultural is today shart of 250,000 to 300,000 
agricultural workers, who have preferred to earn 
one mark sixty in town, stopping work at 8 
o'clock, rather than 40 pfennigs in the country 
unloading hay and looking after the cattle after 
9 o'clock. We have been obliged to employ 
300,000 foreign workers whom we must pay in 
foreign currency, of which we are short. 

2. Raw Materials. Take a single example— 
The production of steel. Our blast furnaces have 
been pushed to 96.4 per cent of their maximum 
production—a condition which cannot be main- 
tained. Last year our steel production attained 
1.9 million tons. On the side of consumption— 
mark this well, gentlemen—the figure was 3.4 
million tons. Where did the extra 1.5 million 
tons come from? They were imported, thanks 
to the dowry of 700 millions of marks which 
our Austrian fiancee brought us and which by 
now has all gone down the wind. These 2.4 
millions constituted the ‘ideal’ production figure 
which had been laid down as a normal program. 
It should be realized that it is absolutely impos- 
sible to attain to this figure by regular and 
tolerable means. Our available resources of raw 
materials are too inferior in quality and would 
— if we insisted on making the attempt—empley 
so large an amount of labor as to cripple the rest 
of our national economy. 

Nor is there any relief to be found through 
the importation of raw materials. Our stock of 
foreign exchange is exhausted. Our imports 
this year have reached a volume approximately 
double that of our exports, although the Fuhrer 
has laid it down that we ought not to import 
a single mark's worth that has not been already 
paid for in exports. But how can we do this 
when the imported raw materials are mainly 
used for armaments rather than in manufactur- 
ing goods for export? Moreover, foreign markets 
are not there at our beck and call. They need 
to be treated with a good deal of care. They do 
not supply us with raw materials or foreign ex- 
change at the stamping of our foot. If we adopt 
dictatorial methods we may have them closed 
in our faces. 

3. Capitel. Of the 108 milliards of last year’s 
national revenue the State took from 54 to 55. 
This percentage can only be maintained for a 
short transitory period. As for borrowing, the 
steam-roller of debts that we are pushing for- 
ward is now so heavy that we cannot take the 
responsibility of adding to it. We have mort- 
gaged the future up to the hilt. The Treasury 
is empty. There are not enough savings avail- 
able in the country to meet our current financial 
needs and moreover they are growing less. 
Gentlemen, speaking frankly, do we really be- 
lieve that the mark of tomorrow will be worth 
exactly the same as the mark of today? 

Moreover, we need 6 milliards of Reichmarks 
to balance this year’s budget, even when account 
has been taken of the last extraordinary receipts 
and possible receipts from special sources. Where 
are we to look for these 6 milliards? Three ways 
are open. One is to use the printing press. That 
is the road of inflation which we are struggling 
desperately to avoid—and, rightly, for it would 
be the end of everything. The second is the 
imposition of new taxes. In my opinion this 
road also is closed and the effect of trying to levy 
new taxes would be the opposite of what we 
would be seeking to obtain. The third possibility 
is to increase our exports. This means the aban- 
donment of our great governmental projects and 
of the programs in course of execution, and the 
diversion of these materials and energies to the 
production of export goods. After all, what is 
the use of al] these guns if we have no munitions 
for them, and of all these airplanes if we have 
no oil for them—and we are still short in that 
respect? Is it not the primary function of the 
army to safeguard the life of the people? What 
purpose is it serving when the expense of main- 
taining it has become so great that it is im- 
possible to feed the people adequately or to 
enable the workmen to make up the strength he 
has expended in his labor? The workman is 
quite ready to stick peacefully to his tagk. But 
he does not want to be entirely cut off from the 
pleasures of life. He is quite satisfied if he has 
his pipe and his daily glass of beer. But these 
he must have. These, too, are an indispensable 
part of our defensive capacity. 

Nothing irreparable has yet taken place. The 
situation is by no means hopeless. But if we 
wish to reap the fruits of the great successes of 
the Fuhrer, of the incorporation of Austria and 
the Sudete territories, we must economize. That 
means that we must reduce the scale and speed 
of our governmental projects, egtablish a definite 
and durable program corresponding to our finan- 
cial and economic possibilities and hold fast to 
it on the basis of a long-term calculation. It is 
only in this way that we can establish the proper 
and necessary proportion between our exports 
and our imports and, in general, economic rele-. 
tions capable of assuring the future of the Great 
Germany created by the Fuhrer.

cause considerable migration of people and capi- 
tal from Great Britain to Canada. It would help 
Canada to become the political centre of the 
Empire; it is the geographical centre. With the 
ores, the waterpowers and the open ports of 
Pacifc Canada used for large-scale export trade 
based upon a Pacific Coast steel industry, the 
prairie provinces would have an ample domestic 
market for their agricultural products. The 
national as well as the economic future of the 
Dominion would be affected. A world upheaval 
could have strange reactions. How strange if the 
old idea of keeping Canada as a preserve for a 
handful of eastern manufacturers, with wages 
smaller than in United States and cost of manu- 
factured products higher, were swept away. 
Canada would then enter upon that era of 
growth that the late Sir Wilfrid Laurier visioned 
when he declared at the beginning of this cen- 
tury “the next twenty-five years are Canada’s.” 

The prediction proved futile. Forces stronger 
than Sir Wilfrid saw to that. Delayed by four 
decades, it may come true yet.

If so, Italy will not have to buy 
large quantities abroad, Should the crop fail to 
come up to expectations, Italy will theoretically 
be obliged by agreements with these countries to 
give preference to Argentina, Rumania, Turkey, 
Hungary, and Bulgaria. However, as in 1938, 
Italy might place the more important orders 
with Australia, which was that year the largest 
supplier of wheat. An average price of $1 per 
bushel for Australian wheat, as compared with 
$1.12 from the five countries named and $1.26 
from Canada, indicates that low prices are given 
more consideration in Italian wheat than 
the policy of balancing the trade with each indi-

I then 
led the jack and ten of hearts, over- 
taking in dummy and pulled East's | 
last heart by leading dummy’s king. | 
On the third heart I threw a dia-| 
mond, and on dummy’s fifth club 1} 
threw another diamond. So all I 
needed now was the successful dia- 
mond finesse. But, of course, I 
couldn't be that lucky! West had) 
the king and I was down one, On 
the next hand the opponents went 
game and rubber, and that ended a 
lovely evening.” ETN 

I don’t know what Mrs. Dub had 
to say about all this. Perhaps she 
cluekéd sympathetically, but I do} 
know that Mr. Dub passed up a} 
beautiful opportunity. 

After winning the second trick

The 
diamond king would be neither ne- | 
cessary to, nor a material: part: of, 
such a double, since it would lie un- 
der South's diamond bid. 

Having decided that all the evi- 
dence favored West's holding the 
diamond king, Mr. Dub should have | 
played as follows: Before leading to 
dummy’s club suit, he should have) 
cashed the spade king. Admitted. 
ly, this play would risk a ruff on 
East's part; that it, West might well 
have held a six card spade suit. But 
that was a risk that would have to 
be taken in order to play against 
the diamond king in the West hand. 
After cashing the spade king, the 
club queén should have been led to 
dummy and overtaken, and now on 
the club jack, it would do East no 
good to discard. He might as well 
trump. Mr. Dub would overtrump, 
then cash the heart jack and over- 
fake the ten spot to draw East's last 
trump with dummy's king, while 
he, himself, discarded his low spade. 
The two good clubs now would be 
led and Mr. Dub would discard his 
four and nine of diamonds.

ITALIANS WARN 
DAY OF NAVAL 
BRAVERY OVER 


Newspapers Tell Britain 
“Intimidation” Is Now 
At End 


ROME, April 13—While em- 
phasizing Italy's friendship for 
Greece, the Italian press warned 
Great Britain last night the days 
of British naval “intimidation” 
are over. 

Writing in Gazzetta del Popolo, 
Giovanni Ansaldo declared the day 
is past when the British fleet could 
install itself where it willed in the 
Mediterranean and demand what- 
ever capitulations it saw fit. 

“When the English speak of the 
British fleet,” he caustically ob- 
served, “they mean something 
more than just the ships and the 
crews. 

“They mean to speak of political 
liberalism and moral influence . 
whith also signify the possibility 
of again treating Italians as though 
they were Greeks and Greeks as 
though they were Bengal Indians. 

“That also signifies a vague hope 
of being able to resolve all diffi- 
culties as they were in the beautiful 
period of British world dominion, 
by a great show of naval strength.” 

The article went on: “But gen- 
eral world conditions and those in 
the Mediterranean in particular 
are very different than they once 
were. One no longer can put any- 
one in step with anyone by a con- 
centration (of naval units) or by 
a. demonstration of the famous 
Mediterranean fleet.” 

Britain could not win her way 
merely by occupying some islands 
or steaming her navy before Medi+ 
terranean ports, the writer said.

Landing, they found it was 
a shovel. There was no other sign 
of habitation, because Father Bul- 
liard, the priest they had brought 
Father Raymond to relieve, lived 
with his Eskimo charges in anow 
huts. 


WAIT NINE DAYS 

They stayed there that night and 
when they awoke the next day the 
weather had clouded over. For 
nine days they waited, while they 
received regular weather reports 
over the portable radio set from 
Coppermine, With Father Bulliard 
was Factor Kilgour of the Walker 
Bay post and a 13-year-old Eskimo 
boy who was going blind, 

After nine days of waiting the 
weather cleared and the party set 


out on the return flight, leaving 
Father Raymond behind to take 
charge of the mission, and three | 


hours later arrived at Coppermine 
without further advent, The blind 
boy was sent south to Fort Smith | 
with Rudy Heuss. 

Later that same day they took 
oft again, this time for Pawlatuk 
at the mouth of the Hornaday 
River, half-way to Aklavik slong 
the dangerous Arctic coast, Run- 
ning into a fog, they were forced 
down at Pierce Point, where they 
met two white trappers, Harry 
Bites and Wallace Brown. 

After an hour's wait they were 
able to continue to Pawlatuk, 
There they learned that a native 
lay seriously ill in e cabin 30 miles 
from the mission. Bisson flew out, 
found, brought him back to Pawla- 
tuk, and then the party continued 
to Aklavik, landing there late that 
afternoon.
